FOUR YACHTS START RACE 
FROM NEW YORK TO SPAIN 


Expected to Reach Santander in Queen’s Cup 


: Competition by July 24—Seven Other 
Vessels to Leave Next Week.

AMBROSE LIGHTSHIP, NEW 
YORK HARBOR, June 30.—Four 
trim little yachs, sailed today for 
Santander, Spain, 3055 miles away, 
and a golden cup donated by 
Queen Victoria of Spain. 

The Nina, owned by Paul Ham- 
mond, New York, led the way, 
crossing the starting line at 12:15 
p. m., followed closely by the Pin- 
ta, owned by William J. Curtis Jr., 
of New Tork. The Mohawk, 
owned by Dudley F. Wolfe of 
Boston, was third, and setting her 
big jib passed the others. 

The start was delayed 15 min- 
utes for the arrival of the Isabella 
owned by William Roos of Pel- 
ham Manor, N. 1. The Isabella 
did not get away until an hour 
and 15 minutes later. 

Mrs. Roos, wife of the owner, is 
sailing as a deck hand on the Isa- 
bella. 

Conditions were ideal, despite a 
slight haze. A light sea was run- 
ning and a 10-mile an hour 
southwest wind was blowing. 
Thundershowers were predicted 
for late today and fresh north- 
west winds tomorrow near New 
York. 

As none of the yachts carries 
wireless sending or receiving sets 
they will be unable to get advance 
weather information and will be 
cut off from direct communication 
with land until they reach their 
goal. 

The amateur crews of these 
yachts, none of which is more than 
55 feet on the water line, face 
three weeks or more of isolation. 
They must rely on the elements 
for propulsion, as their motors 
have been sealed. One of the 
boats has crossed the ocean be- 
fore—the Pinta, to England, in 21 
days. The boats are expected to 


finish this voyage before July 24. 

Commodore J. P. Morgan, with 
the Spanish Ambassador to the 
United States and a party of 
friends, watched the start from 
the Morgan yacht Corsair. 

When the mariners reach San- 
tander they are to be greet- 
ed by a committee headed by 
Ogden H. Hammond, United States 
Ambassador to Spain and a dis- 
tinguished list of Spanish noble- 
men and yachtsmen. A lively pro- 
gram of races, which will be port- 
to-port runs for prizes offered by 
the Federation of Spanish Clubs, 
has been scheduled after the boats 
reach Spain. 

The Mohawk, largest of the 
fleet, sailed from scratch jwith the 
others given time allowances rang- 
ing down to the Isabella, smallest 
of the entries, with an allowance 
of more than 57 hours. 

The Pinta carried a crew of seven 
men and the owner, Curtis, as 
skipper. The Pinta’s length over 
all is 57.15: sail area, 2162; beam, 
14.19; depth, 7,50. 

The Isabella Cargies a crew of 
four with Roos, the owner, as cap- 
tain. Her length over all is 50.01; 
sail area, 1630.7; beam, 13.67; 
depth, 7.55. 

The Nina has a crew of nine 
men, including Elihu Root Jr. and 
Paul Hammond, the owner, as 
skipper. Her length over all is 
58.89; sail area, 2294.45; beam, 15; 
depth, 9.19. 

The Mohawk’s captain and own- 
er, Dudley Wolfe, lists only a crew 
of two men. Her length over all 
is 60.13; sail area, 2377.9; beam, 
14.45; depth, 8.43. 

Seven larger yachts, one of 
them the America, owned and nav- 
igated by a St. Louisan, George 
B. Lambert, will start over the 
same course a week from today for 
a prize offered by King Alfonso.

BALLOONS OF SEVEN NATIONS 
START GORDON BENNETT RACE 


12 Bags Leave Ford Airport at 
Detroit, Mich., Taking Due 
South Course. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, June 30.—Carrying 
the colors of seven nations seeking 
premier honors in the world's aero- 
nautical classic, the James Gordon 
Bennett balloon race, 12 balloons 
were unleashed from their moor- 
ings at the Ford airport late this 
afternoon. The German bag 
“Muenster,” piloted by Ferdinand 
Eimermacher, was the first to sail 
away at 4 p. m. 

The 11 others followed at in- 
tervals of five minutes amid cheers 
from a throng of 15,000 persons. 
Air currents indicated the bags 
would take an almost due South 
course. 

Three of the balloons carried the 
hopes of the United States to gain 
permanent possession of the sec- 
ond James Gordon Bennett inter- 
national trophy, United States 
teams having won the races in 
1926 and 1927. :

A. J. Tuchschmidt, Architect, 
Charged With Obtaining 
Money by False Pretenses. 


Arnold J. Tuchschmidt, an archi- 
tect and builder, of 6040 Water- 
man boulevard, has given bond to 
answer on July 7 to a charge of 
obtaining money by false pretenses. 
He was arrested yesterday. 

According to his attorney, John 
B. Reno, Tuchschmidt is charged 
in the warrant with failing to re- 
turn $2400 advanced by Mrs. Flor- 
ence Hertweck and Mrs. Norma 
Hertweck, sisters, of 5730 Terry 
avenue, who wanted him to build 
a flat for them. The deal did not 


go through and a difference arose 
as to Tuchscrmidt’s liability for 
this sum.

NEW ORLEANS, June 30.— II 
go anywhere they tell me; I'll do 
anything I can to help dad win the 
election,” Alfred E. Smith Jr. said 
here yesterday, on his arrival from 
Houston, where he attended the 
convention that named his father 
the standard bearer for the Dem- 
ocratic party. 

Smith said he would enlist asa 
speaker in his father’s campcign, 
but was of the opinion his engrge- 
ments would be confined to New 
York. He is 27 years old and a 
member of the New York bar. 

“It was just wonderful,” Mrs. 
Smith said of the nomination of 
her father-in-law. 


HEFLIN SAYS HE IS ‘*SHOCKED, 
GRIEVED AND DUMFOUNDED” 


Declares Smith’s Nomination Is a 
Mistake and That He Will Be 
Defeated in November.

TO MEET NATIONAL

Business Men and Neigh- 
bors Parade About Execu- 


tive Mansion Singing 
Sidewalk Song.

ALBANY, N. T., June 30.— 
Marching blithely through a sum- 
mer rain, several hundred business 
men and neighbors of Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith carried to the executive 
mansion today their personal con- 
gratulations on his nomination for 
the presidency. 

The Governor received his call- 
ers, who circled the mansion in a 
column of fours singing The Side- 
walks of New York,” standing on 
the porch. 

“I fully appreciate the responsi- 
bilities placed upon me.“ he said 
as his hearers looked up at him 


from under their umbrellas. “I 
hope to give an account of myself 
that will justify the feeling of pride 
that came to my family and friends 
and to the people of this city and 
State when the word of my nomi- 
nation was flashed from Texas, 

“Public life is hard work, day 
and night, but it has its rewards 
in the downright friendship, loyalty 
and devotion of many with whom 
one comes in contact.” 

“IT don’t know when the cam- 
paign is going to begin or what 
territory it will cover,” the Gover- 
nor said, “but I do know that T 
will talk to the American people 
just as I've talked to the people 
of my own State in past cam- 
paigns.“ 

And the way he has talked to 
New Yorkers, his intimates add, is 
to tell them what he plans to do if 
he is elected, to give them in plain 
language a picture of how he hopes 
to help them, and not to “run down 
the other fellow” so that he may 
seem desirable by comparison. 


The Governor did not actually 
write any of the planks in the Dem- 
ocraite platform, but he talked to 
the people who wrote them and 
they were conversant with his prin- 
ciples as stated in public addresses. 
Gov. Smith has reiterated his in- 
tention of completing his term in 
the State Capitol, despite rumors 
that he might resign after the for- 
mal notification thta he had been 
nominated as the Democratic can- 
didate for the presideney. 


Will Complete Term. 


‘Tl be right at my job as Gov- 
ernor until midnight of the last day 
of my term,” he said. 

If he resigned he would relin- 
quish the right to a life pension of 
$6500 a year. 

Tomorrow the Governor will go 
to New York City and in the next 
few days will meet Nationa] Com- 
mitteemen for discussion of the 
campaign. He will attend the an- 
nual Fourth of July meeting at 
Tammany Hall and address a meet- 
ing of new voters from the steps: 
of City Hall on the holiday. 

He will return to Albany next 
Thursday and on July 10 will at- 
tend a Boy Scout outing at Bear 
Mountain. He hopes to be able to 
take a short vaaction before active 
campaigning. 

Kissed by Stenographers. 
‘Rainy weather postponed until 
tonight a public parade and dem- 
onstration for the Governor, but ‘t 
could not keep him from being 

kissed by three stenographers. 

When telegrams of congratula- 
tion on his nomination flowed in 
so fast that the telegraph com 
panies gave up putting each one in 
an envelope and sent them up to 
the executive mansion in batches 
of 100, three State stenographers 
from the Captol were called in to 
sort them out and take answers 
to them. As they entered the Gov- 
ernor’s home they met him in the 
hall and, throwing their arms 
about his neck, kissed him re- 
soundingly. 

“and plus that,” the Governor 
gaid in relating the incident, “they 
gave me a big bunch of roses.” 

Unable to Answer Messages. 

“In all my political career,” he 
said, “I have always answered 
every telegram of congratulations 
with a signed letter. I have al- 
ways felt this way about it You 
can’t send a telegram for less than 
a quarter and some of those from 
Houston and other places must 
have cost a couple of dollars. Well,

DRY ISSUE CALL 
FOR CONFERENCE

Appeal Made to Southerners 
to Attend Meeting at 
Asheville, N. C., to Map 
Campaign. 


DANIELS ASSAILS 
NOMINEE’S MESSAGE 


Declares Governor’s State- 
ment to Convention Was 
‘Unnecessary and III 
Timed.”

HOUSTON, Tex., June 30.—As 
Democrats journeyed homeward 
from the national convention today 
they were confronted with an ap- 
peal to the irreconciliabie “dry” 
element of the party to “organize 
at once” for the defeat of the par- 
ty’s presidential nominee, Gov. 
Smith of New York, 

The sponsors of the call, directed 
particularly to Southerners, were 
Bishop James Cannon Jr. of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
who appeared before the Resolu- 
tions Committee of the convention 
to urge that a bone dry plank be 
inserted in the platform, and Ar- 
thur J. Barton of Atlanta, chair- 


man of the Board of Temperance 
of the Baptist convention. 


Call for Defeat of Smith. 

Asserting that they acted on their 
Own personal responsibility, they 
called for a meeting at Asheville, 
N. C., on July 11, to take steps to 
insure “the election of cry Demo- 
cratic senatorial, congressional and 
State nominees for public offices 


and for the defeat of the wet Tam- 
many candidate for President, Gov. 
Smith. 

They expressed gratification that 
a specific enforcement plank had 
been adopted, but declared that t. e 
“only hope cf preserving the ideals 
of and the unity of Southern De- 
mocracy was in the action which 
they proposed. 

Meanwhile, Josephus Daniels. 
an ardent dry, who was Secretary 
of the Navy under President Wil- 
son, issued a statement criticising 
Gov. Smith for the message which 
he sent to the convention before its 
adjournment yesterday, in which 
he reiterated his stand for funda- 
mental changes in the legislative 
provisions of the prohibition law. 

Ii-Timed, Says Daniels. 

Daniels declared the Governor's 
statement “unnecessary and iill- 
timed.” He asserted that it fell 
like “an apple of discord” upon a 
convention in which “good feeling 
and unity prevailed.” 

Daniels was a member of the 
platform committee and urged the 
acceptance of a dry plank. 

Daniels’ statement follows: 

“As good feeling and unity pre- 
valled, the apple of discord was 
thrown into the peaceful conven- 
tion by the unwise letter from Gov. 
Smith. Time was needed for heal- 
ing wounds. Instead before dis- 
appointment of those who doubted 
the wisdom of his nomination could 
be lessened, the Smith letter irri- 
tated the situation. 

“As it called for no action, it 
was not like the celebrated Parker 
letter to the St. Louis convention 
to which some have compared it. 
It was not the letter that disas- 
trously defeated Parker, and the 
Smith letter will no doubt not de- 
feat Smith. It seems to make 
harder the unity so much talked 
about in the convention last night.“ 


“Smith Tried to Queer Situation.” 

Edwin C. Dinwiddie, associate 
chairman and executive secretary 
of the National Conference on Pro- 
hibition Enforcement Planks and 
Dry Candidates, said the Democrats 
had done the “morally right thing 
and politically wise thing on the 
liquor question, but upon the eve of 
adjournment Gov. Smith did his 
best to ‘queer the situation’.” 

“The Democrats adopted without 
serious opposition a splendid deliv- 
erance and pledge on the enforce- 
ment of the eighteenth amendment 
and supporting legislation,“ he 
added, “and then nominated a can- 
didate for President whose sympa- 
thies, acta, atterances and record 
are against the policy his party 
pledges itself to enforce.” 

Robins Urges Smith’s Defeat. 


Col. Raymond Robins, field rep- 
resentative of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee of One Thousand, declared re- 
sults of both the Republican and 
Democratic conventions constitut- 
ed an epoch in the history of the 
war for a “sober America,” but the 
union of all dry forces was needed

CITY ASKS FOR 
REHEARING ON 
O-CENT FARE ORDER 


Muench in Motion Attacks 
Public Service Commis- 
sion’s Ruling as Unlawful 
and Unreasonable. 


HIGHER RATE GOES 
IN AT MIDNIGHT 


Street Car Company’s Sub- 
sidiary to Make Same 
Charge on Wellston-St. 
Charles Line. 


A motion for a rehearing of the 
case in which the State Public 
Service Commission recently in- 
creased the Public Service Co.'s 
fare from two tokens for 15 centa 
to 8 cents straight and found the 
company’s valuation to be at least 
$66,000,000, was filed by the City 
Counselor with the commission, at 
fefferson City today. The motion 


ttacks the commission's order as 
unlawful and unreasonable.” 

The increased fare will become 
effective at midnight tonight. It 
is expected to produce $1,792,740 
a year additional net revenue for 
the trolle system. 

Tre commission today granted 
the same increase to the Missouri 
Electric Railroad Co., a subsidiary 
operating the line between Wells- 
ton and St. Charles, for each of its 
three zones. The fare for children 
under 12 remains at 3 cents. 

Valuation Called Excessive. . 

Pendency of the motion for re- 
hearing by the city and one filed by 
the company several days ago has 
no effect upon the order for rais- 
ing the fare. The ccmmission has 
30 days in which to rule on both 
moticns. 

The city attacks the veluation as 
excessive, hoping thereby to keep 
the fare down, while the company 
claims a valuation of $75,000,990 
but accepts the new fare. 

Muench Cites 13 Grounds. 

Among 13 grounds cited by the 
City Counselor for a rehearing are: 

The straight 8-cent fare will pro- 
duce more than a reasonable re- 
turn upon a fair valuation of the 
property used for public service. 

The finding by the commission 
that property used in rendering 
service was worth $63,500,000, as 
of Jan. 1, 1927, was wrong, “it ap- 
pearing from the evidence that fair 
present value, upon any reasonable 
theory, edes rot exceed $53,000,- 
000. 

The finding of fair present value 
of the operating property as $63,- 
500,000 is wrong because “said 
value is practically identical with 
the finding of reproduction cost 
new, less depreciation, and it 18. 
therefore, apparent that the com- 
mission has wholly disregarded the 
element of original cost, contrary 
to law and contrary to its own in- 
terpretation of the law.” 


COAL COMPANY CUTS WAGES 


Pittsburg Concern Posts Notices of 
Reduction Effective duly 1. 

PITTSBURG, Pa.. June 30.—The 
H. C. Frick Coke Co. today posted 
notices at all company mines of an 
adjustment in wage scales effec- 
tive July 1. The notices indicated 
a reduction for all classes of work 
except pit mining. The company 
declined to make known the ex- 
tent of the cuts effecting machine 
miners, drivers, cagers, blasters, 
track layers, timbermen and labor- 
ers. 

The concern s a subsidiary of 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. While operating its mines 
on a nonunion basis, the company 
has maintained a wage scale ap- 
proximately the same as the Jack- 
sonville scale which was paid prior 
to the present union mining sus- 
pension.

ALLEGED “FIANCEE”

—A trail of drinks from Marseilles 
to Africa led to the arrest in Al- 
giers yesterday of the alleged biue- 
beard of Southern France.

For four days, Rey fled with the 
police locking for him throughout 
France. He bought drinks for 
everyone he met. He treated 
chauffeurs and porters and even 
invited a passing policeman to 
drink with him when he must 
have known that the whole force 
was tracking him. 

Algiers police telegraphed that 
Rey admitted that he was the man 
wanted and that he still carried a 
woman’s watch, supposedly belong- 
ing to one of his victims. He also 
had a check for 12,000 francs 
($480) obtained from one of the 
three women whose bodies police 
found buried. 

Some of the 15 women at first 
thought to be missing have turned 
up. Police feared that cther vic- 
tims would be found, however, 
when they had investigated the 
correspondence of “the strangier.“ 
as they term him because that was 
his method of killing his fiancees. 
There are hundreds of these let- 
ters from women over 40 who 
wrote Rey tender epistles.

Appointment of John A. 
Nolan Follows Disqualifi- 


cation of Special Prose- 
cutor by Judge Mulloy. 


The special grand jury called by 
Circuit Judge Mulloy at Clayton 
to investigate graft and neglect of 


duty in reported official protec- 
tion of lawlessness in St. Louis 
County, will meet Monday to start 
the inquiry with John A. Nolan, 
Webster Groves attorney, who was 
appointed yesterday by Judge Mul- 
loy, as special prosecutor. 

The appointment or Nolan fol- 
lowed the disqualification of Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Fred E. Mueller 
on the ground that he and his 
assistants are interested in mat- 
ters and things to be investigated. 
For the same reason Judge Mulloy 
disqualified Sheriff Albert A. Wil- 
mas and his deputies, Coroner 
Louls H. Bopp and Constables and 
their deputies, appdinting William 
H. Pfeiffer of Webster Groves, as 
special process server. 

The disqualifications were made 
at request of the grand jury in 
a petition to the Court, stating it 
Was necessary to have disinter- 
ested persons serve as prosecutor 
and process server because of re- 


ports that Prosecuting Attorney 


Mueller, Sheriff Wilmas, Coroner 
Bopp and the constables and their 
assistants hal® }’ntimate knowledge 
of law violations, and might be- 
come involved by the inquiry. 
Petition of Grand Jury. 

Nolan was named in the order 
as special prosecuting attorney 
for the purpose only of assisting 
the grand jury and “for no ober 
purpose whatsoever.” 

In petitioning the Court for a 
special prosecutor, the grand jury 
set forth in a memorandum that 
“the official record of cases recent- 
ly tried in this court supplies a 
measure of evidence of official pro- 
tection of organized lawlessness,” 
and that “information has come to 
the grand jury that Federal offi- 
cers, after painstaking investiga- 
tion, are in possession of facts to 
justify a thorough and searching 
investigation of the official acts of 
the sworn public officials.” 

The grand jury’s petition also 
contained the matters set forth in 
the first paragraph of Judge Mul- 
loy’s order, and added that the re- 
quest was due to “various rumors 
and persistent accusations that the 
various law enforcement officers, 
namely the Prosecuting Attorney 
and his assistants, the Sheriff and 
his assistants and the constables 
and their various deputies may be 
directly or indirectly involved in 
the aforementioned rumors and ac- 
cusations and thereby perhaps 
hamper most efficient co-operation 
between the grand jury and these 
officers.” 

Order of Court. 

Judge Mulloy thereupon dis- 
qualified Prosecuting Attorney 
Mueller and his assistants in the

St. Louisan Repeats Feat for Skep- 
tical Newspaper Men—Only 
One to Do It Twice. 

NEW YORK, June 30.—Ray 
Woods, 22-year-old St. Louis swim- 
mer, now can claim the distinction 
of being the only man who ever 
dived twice trom the Brooklyn 
Bridge. He said he did it last 
Sunday, but New York was skep- 
tical. Yesterday he took célong 
half a dozen reporters and camera 
men and did it again. 

Wearing a chest protector, div- 
ing helmet, trousers and socks, he 
climbed the railing and catapulted 
himself 133 feet to the water in a 
perfect back jack-knife dive.

NeW YORK CLUBS 


Famous Hostess Arraigned 
Following Sensational De- 
scent by U. S. Dry 
Agents in Broadway Area 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, June 30.—Texas 
Guinan and Helen Morgan, host- 


esses of two of New York’s most 
famous night clubs, were held in 
$1000 bail today on charges of 
maintaining nuisances. 

Their arraignment before United 
States Conimissioner Cotter came 
as an aftermath to the sensation- 
al ralds early yesterday on 19 
clubs in the Broadway area, which 
resulted in 100 arrests. 

Both Miss Morgan and Miss 
Guinan pleaded not guilty and de- 
clared, as they have on previous 
occasions when they have been in- 
volved with the prohibition author- 
ities, that they served merely as 

stesses and have nothing to do 

h alleged liquor sales in the 
night clubs where they are em- 
ployed. 

Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrant, 
Assistant United States Attorney- 
General, is credited with having 
planned the series of dry raids. 

The raids, conducted by Federal 
prohibition agents wearing evening 
clothes, was designed. to demon- 
strate that the dry laws can be en- 
forced in New York as well as a- 
where else, Maj. Maurice Campbell. 
New York district prohibition ad- 
ministrator, said. 

He intimated that the raids, 
which came just before the 3 a. m. 
closing hour, only was the begin- 
ning of a crusade that would not 
end until the last of Broadway’s 
oases had been dried up. 

Mrs. Willebrandt, who is a dry 
supporter of Secretary Hoover's 
candidacy, was said.to have sent a 
force of prohibition agents here 
from Washington unknown to New 
York officers, whom she has 
blamed in the past for aflure to 
enforce the dry laws. 

All of New York’s dry agents 
were summoned to Maj. Campbell’s 
offices and held there incomuni- 
cado until the hour for the raids. 
Then they were dispatched with 
selected agents from the capital to 
the clubs selected for raiding. 

Most of those arrested were em- 
ployes of the clubs, 

Campbell said he had had noth- 
ing to do with planning the ratds, 
and he discounted allegations that 
the crusade had any political sig- 
nificance. 

Search warrants on which the 
agents. proceeded, he said, ‘were 
signed by one of Mrs. Willebrandt’s 
Washington assistants and were 
presented to Federal Judge Cole- 
man instead of to a United States 
Commissioner, as is the usual pro- 
cedure.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HERE are now in our city some 509 


chain grocery stores with virtually 
the same Wall Street financiers in con- 
ti ol. They have ruined hundreds of St. 
Louis grocers and butchers who paid 
taxes to the city, to the schools and co 
the State. These grocers and butchers 
were an asset and a credit to our com- 
munity, spending their money here and 
supporting their fellow merchants. They 
kept local wholesalers, manufacturers, 
teamsters, packers, commission men, real 
estate men, insurance men and banks 
and scores of others going and thereby 
provided a livelihood for thousands 2f 
St. Louisans. Now we have a prosper- 
ous trust of formidable proportions tak- 
ing all that money and all those jobs out 
ef our city and at the rate they are 
going now they will eventually attain 
their ultimate goal, the complete de- 
struction of our retail merchants: 

Who is paying for our 88 million pub- 
lic improvements, our schools, our wel- 
tare organizations? Who buys and builds 
residences and stores that Make up our 
fair city? Who supports the banks with 
suvings and business accounts?—the in- 
dependent St. Louis merchant, manufac- 
turer and jobber and his employes 11— 
yes, if they are allowed to live and earn 
living wages. | 

The independent merchant and manu- 
facturer is and always has been the very 
corperstone of our communities. You 
eliminate him and you tear the very 
heart out of our social gtructure. Take, 
tor instance, the corner grocer. How 
many of us have felt his helping hand 
when by reason of sickness or financial 
reverses we were not able to pay for our 
food. He extended us credit and helped 

in other ways. He cashes checks, he 
makes small loans, he supports charities 
and welfare institutions and many a fam- 
up has been sustained by him when ad- 
versity struck them and his donated food 
was the only thing between them and 
either starvation or crime. 

Now go to the chain store. They take 
your money as long as you have any. 
Credit, or charity for worthy causes— 
God, no. They are here to take your dol- 
lar, pretending to save you money wirn 
their so-called bargains. They will save 
you, say, 3 cents on a can of tomatoes. 
But we do not realize that those 3 cents 
ultimately will be the price of the heart 


goes on to say in his message to the Democratic 
National Convention that changes in the Fed- 
eral prohibition laws can only be made by the people 
themselves through their legislative representatives, 
but he adds: 


I feel it to be the dyty of the chosen leader of 
the people to point the way which in his opinion 
leads to a sane, sensible solution of a condition 
which I am convinced is entirely unsatisfactory 
to the great mass of the people. 

In explanation of his view that changes are neces- 


sary, he says further: 


Common honesty compels us to admit that cor- 
ruption of law enforcement officials, bootlegging 
and lawlessness are now prevalent throughout 
this country.

law, and eradication of the existing evils. 

This is a comprehensive statement of the existing 
situation and of the reasons which have impelled 
Gov. Smith to arrive at his opinion that fundamental 
changes must be made and to express his views at 
the beginning of the campaign, with sincerity and 
frankness. 

The statement is true. Federal prohibition is con- 
trary to Democratic principles touching states’ rights 
and powers and local self-government. The experi- 
ment is a failure, and there jis a necessity for finding 
a solution of the problem which will eliminate offi- 
cial corruption, disrespect for law, and lawlessness 
and will promote temperance. 

Goy. Smith proclaims the sound view of the duty 
of the chief executive, not merely to act as law en- 
forcer, hut to consider the soundness and the efficacy 
of the laws he is called upon to enforce. We must 
go back of mere law enforcement and determine 
whether the laws are in accord with sound principles 
and can be justly enforced or enforced at all. We 
must determine whether they are in accord with 
wise public policy and the public welfare. : 
Gov. Smith agrees to do what the prohibition plank 
of the Democratic platform obliges’ him to do. He 
will do more. As a leader, he will try to point the 
way to enact better laws and thus correct the intol- 
erable conditions created by unwise or tyrannical 
laws. 

In short, he promises to apply sound principles to 
government, and to work out satisfactory conclusions 
to all the problems confronting the people. 

The Democratic candidate has thrust aside the 
evasive, pussy-footing prohibition plank of the Demo- 
cratic convention and has made his own plank. He 
has challenged unreason and fanaticism. He has ap- 
pealed to reason and sanity.

If, for 
instance, the Supreme Court accepts the theory of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, or the ampll- 
fication of it enunciated in the opinion of Judge 
Faris, all valuations will henceforth be based upon 
the vaffes of such property before the war, plus 
whatever actual investment has been made in them 
since. 

In the case of the local street railways that would 
be the value of the property in 1913, fixed by the 
State Commission then as $37,638,000, plus subse- 
quent investment. It is estimated that upon this the- 
ory the present value of the property, instead of be- 
ing $66,000,000, as the commission has just ruled, 
would be less than $50,000,000, probably, counting de- 
preciation, not much in excess of $40,000,000. The 
difference to the people would be a lesser fare. If 
the property is not worth more than $45,000,000, for 
instance, ca fares ought not to be above 5 cents. If 
the present valuation sticks, and the employes are 
given an increase, which they likely will get, the fare 
can hardly be less than 10 cents.

If it is in court when the O' Fallon 
decision is handed down it will become the benefi- 
ciary of any liberalization in valuation that may re- 
sult from that decision. If it acquiesces in the $66,-

ance that is associated with it. We are 
witnessing now the attempt of the Democ- 
racy to dq ggain in 1928 under Alfred E. 
Smith what it did in 1884 under Grover 
Cleveland and in 1912 under Woodrow Wil- 


son.

Three bad causes have three times 
wrecked the party in the last 70 years: 
Slavery, Populism and Prohitition. Three 
leaders have fought to save the party: 
Cleveland, Wilson and Smith. We do not 
question the sincerity and we appreciate 


the gallantry of those who have fought for 
these lost causes. The cause of human 


slavery was one of the worst causes that 
men ever embraced. There were noble 
men who embraced it. The cause of Popu- 
lism was defended by leaders whose sin- 
cerity and devotion no man gan question. 
The cause of Prohibition is sponsored by 
men who garnestly believe that they are the 
spokesmen of the Lord. But in 80 far as 
the Democratic party has followed such 
causes zt has followed them to disunion and 
defeat, The judgment of history has been 
delivered upon them. They are the losing 
causes of hopelessly dwindling minorities, 
They are the temporary aberrations of the 
popular mind, rejected in the end by the 
sober second thought of the people.”

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The task which now confronts Gov. Smith 
is no easy one. It is 4 more difficult task 
than confronted Cleveland or Wilson, for 
they were able to profit by the temporary 
difficulties of the opposition in a way in 
which Gov. Smith cannot hope to profit. 
The Republican party under Herbert 
Hoover is a formidable thing. If, in spite 
of its apparent strength, it is nevertheless 
vulnerable, only the most sure-footed lead- 
ership can break its ranks. At Houston 
Gov. Smith has gone to the limit in making 
concessions to conciliate the advocates of a 
losing cause. He has made heavy sacri- 
fices. But today he is the leader of his 
party. He has been chosen under no mis- 
apprehension as to what he represents and 
what he proposes to do. He is the leader 
of those forces within the Democratic party 
who intend if they can to make the party 
onde again an agency of liberal and effec- 


tive government. ,

so on. Questions of morals, poli- 
tics, religion, economics are less 
interesting than the new movie 
releases because in childhood we 
are taught the “truth.” The thrill 
of the game—the suspense that 
sends a detective story reader gal- 
loping after the elustive fugitive— 
never gets going in studies of right 
and wrong in government, these 
writers feel. The spirit of the 
chase is not there. 

This book, written jointly by a 
professor of political economy in 
Harvard, and a counselor at law, is 
a story of the most thrilling kind of 
escapue—man’s escape from want. 
That is essentially the study of 
economics as the authors see it. In- 
stead of being the dismal science, it 
is a drama of untold interest. Mi- 
gration, work, organization, protec- 
tion againt predation, invention, re- 
sponsible parenthood, balancing 
the economic functions—these con- 
stitute the great escapes which 
mankind has had to make. 

The stage immediately ahead in 
economic progress, so the authors 
say, will be that in which the wag- 
es of the mass of manual workers 
will be raised to a level which will 
give not only comfort and decency, 
but some degree of culture as well. 
Those who follow one occupation, 
on the average, will become as 
prosperous as those who follow an- 
other. After that is accomplished 
the task will be to eliminate the 
indivilual failures within each gen- 
erally prosperous occupation. The 
book deals with the first prob- 
lem—that of removing occupation- 
al poverty. 

The preservers of what is good

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$50,000 000 PLAN 
FORIMPROVEMENT 
OF RIVERFRONT 


Commission Presents Result 
of Two Years’ Study of 
Problem to Public Service 
Board, 


A $50,000,000 plan kor downtown 
riyer front improvement was sub- 
mitted to the Board of Public Serv- 
ice today in à first report after 
two years’ study by the City Plan 
Commission. 

We believe the plan to be prac- 
tical and in keeping with the fu- 
ture needs of this city, which must 
not be underestimated,” stated the 
commission, which remarked that 
river front improvement had been 
under discussion for at least“ 25 
years. 

“It will take many years to fully 
complete the entire plan, The first 
steps should be taken now.” 

Benefits to be accomplished: by 
the improvement, as listed in the 
report, includes a halt on the west- 
ward movement of the business 
district, enhancement of extreme 
downtown property values, increase 
of street capacity in co-ordination 
with the major street plan, monu- 
mental improvement of the river 
front, ultimate parking space for 
8000 automobiles and a transfor- 
mation of both water and vehicular 
approaches We St. Louis. 

Some. portion of the cost “un- 
doubtedly” should be borne by 
bond issue, the commission held. 
It explained that only two ways of 
meeting costs were open under 
present laws, bond issue or special 
assessment, and mentioned as de- 
sirable the process of excess con- 


demnation. 
What Is Proposed. 


It outlined nine separate projects 


as interdependeat and essential to 
fulfillment of the plan and full re? 
turn of its benefits. They are: 

A new thoroughfare 100 feet 
wide from the north and north- 
western part of the city to Third 
street in the business district. 

A new thoroughfare 100 feet 
wide from the south. and south- 
western part of the city to Third 
street in the business district. 

Construction of eleyated road- 
ways in these two thoroughfares, 
having capacity for six lines of 
high speed, non-stop traffic. 

Widening and double-decking 
of Third street (140 feet wide), 
from Poplar street to Morgan 
street. 

Acquisition of all the property 
ebtween Third street and the 
river from Spruce street to 
Franklin avenue for a river 
front plaza. 

Construction of a high level 
mall. between Market and Chest- 
nut streets from the old Court 
House to the river, with exten- 
sions along the river front con- 
necting at the south with Clark 
avenue and on the north with 
the upper deck of Eads Bridge 
and with Morgan street. 

Use of lower levels of river 
front plaza for public parking 
spoke and garage, subway ter- 
minals and the like. 

Direct connection between 
Third street high level roadway 
and upper deck of Municipal 
Bridge. 

“Widening of Locust, Olive, 

Pine and Walnut street between 
Third and Fourth streets to pro- 
vide direct access between the 

business district and the upper 

level of widened Third street. 
Estimated Costs, 

The double-decked Third- street, 
including acquisition of dand and 
improvements and completion 
of the project in full, is esti- 
mated to cost $19,000,000. The 
riverfront plaza, including acquisi- 
tion of 40.5 blocks with improve- 
ments, grading and shaping of the 
parking place and construction of 
the driveway and mall from the 
old Court House to the river, is 
placed at $22,000,000. Extension 
of the high level driveway and mall 
along the river front from Mor- 
gan street and the upper deck of 
Eads Bridge to Clark avenue, ful- 
ly improved, with construction of 
a double-level garage, is estimated 


at $9,000,000. 


Excess condemnation would be 
decidedly helpful in the execution 
of this plan,“ states the report. 
This is the practice of condemning 
property beyqnd that actually to 
be occupied by the improvement, 
so that it can be re-sold or leased. 
The commission suggested that the 
method would lessen the cost to 
the city and assessed property 
owners, and would permit assur- 
ance that adjoining property would 
be improved in keeping with the 
plan. Authority for excess condem- 
nation would have to come through 
amendment of the State Constitu- 
tion. 

Aside from this, legislation is 
needed to give the city authority 
for assessing construction costs 
against property owners, the 
commission pointed ous, adding: 
“With such hew legislative author- 
ity it is confidently believed that 
the cost of the project here pro- 
posed could be equitably met 
through a combination of publci 
bond issue, special agsesment of 
benefits, and resale or lease of cer- 
tain property appropriately safe- 
guarded. No recommendation is 
made at this time as to the relative 
proportions of the total cost which 
could be met by these three moth- 
ods. This can only be determ ed

of Harlem and megaphone its 
wonders to wide-eyed tourists. The 
smoky section north of 125th street 
has been so richly exploited recent- 
ly that it ranks with the Bowery 
and Chinatown as an attraction. 

Out-of-towners inquire about it 
more and more and several for- 
hire hotel guides inelude it in their 
itinerary. More than half a dozen 
novels and plays in the past year 
had their locale in the Lenox Ave- 
nue environs. 

It has become the most taiked 
about Negro section in the world. A 
crop of colored writers, song mak- 
ers and playwrights have added 
largely to its opulence.

Harlem's en- 
voys are in many distant lands. 

The recent passing of Florence 
Mils, the wistful bright-eyed little 
mulatto who always winged her 
way back to Harlem from foreign 
triumphs, received as much news- 
paper space as any demise durihg 
that year. Writers infused a new 
and romantic glamour to the Black 
Belt. It was reported “hot.” 

Josephine Baker’s Parisian pop- 
ularity was something else to wag 
tongues about the district, for she 
Was a product of the black and tan 
cafes. The play Porgy,“ with an 
all-Negro cast, lifted a tragic crip- 
ple of 125th street to stardom. — 

HE Harlem Negro business and 

residential district has been 
making strides for years, but iis 
discovery was sudden. George Jean 
Nathan was first to make excur- 
sions, there and write his impres- 
sions, and then Carl Van ‘Vechten 
immortalized it in ‘Nigger Heav- 
en.“

Mr. Mahler, wh® was 70 years 
old, had been ill since the close of 
his winter season in April, but in 
recent weeks seemed to be improv- 
ing. He is survived by hig wife, 
Mrs. Susie Mahler; his daughter 
and professional- aid, Mrs. 8. H. 
Pufeles; a granddaughter and two 
great-grandchildren, 

Mr. Mahler occupied a unique 
place in the community, as an in- 
structor of future leaders of social 
life, an arbiter of refinement anda 
- aster of ceremonies. In the latter 
capacity he served at the last 35 
annual Veiled Prophet balls, eccu- 
pying the limelight as he graceful- 
ly directed the promenading maids. 
matrons, escorts and members of 
the Prophet's Krewe, ‘Thirty-six of’ 
the women who were chosen as 
queens of the prophet’s court had 
been his dancing pupils. 

He was born in Chicago, but his 
family moved here a few months 
later. The father, Albert, had 
been a ballet master in France 
and his family was reared in the 
tradition of Terpsichore, the young - 
sters learning to dance almost be- 
fore they walked. Albert Mahler 
opened a dancing academy at 
Third and Pine streets, where the 
Merchants’ Exchange now stands 
and facing Ben de Bar’s old Opera 
House in 1860. At the age of 11, 
Jacob became an instructor and at 
17 he took over the business. 

The academy occupied various 
quarters downtown and finally 
went to its present address in 1906. 
The children of at least three gen- 
erations have learned to dance. 
and incidentally absorbed ease and 
correct deportment, under the di- 
rection of Mr. Mahler. Many of 
his pupils now are listed in the 
Social Register, and others have 
been known on Broadway and in 
Hollywood, including William Fa- 
versham, Della Fox, Julia Mar- 
lowe, Fritz Emmet, Burton Holmes 
and Patsy Ruth Miller. Among 
his treasures have been the reg- 
isters of his classes. 

In 1878 Mr. Mahler began the 
first of 22 seasons as master of 
ceremonies at Congress Hall, Sara- 
toga, N. Y. Later, he taught chil- 
dren of Cabinet members at Wash. 
ington. He’ was ballet master at 
the end of the last century for the 
Castle Square Opera Company, 
which appeared at the old Expo 
sition Hall. About 20 years ago 
he originated the popular dance 
called the Ostend, a mixture of 
minuet and gavotte. He wrote a 
book on cotillion figures. Since 
Its organization in 1921 he was 
president of the St. Louis Dancing 
Teachers’ Association. His acad. 
emy will be continued by his 
daughter. : 

Always a conservative in the 
dance, Mr. Mahler disliked the less 
graceful innovations of the last 
two decades. In 1911 he publicly 
denounced such “rags’’ as the Tur- 
key Trot’ and Grizzly Bear“ and 
society women agreed with him 
then. In 1914 he refused to teach 
the then new foxtrot, but after 
several seasons gave in upon de- 
mand. In 1919 he predicted that 
the waltz, the polka, the Schottisch, 
the quadrille and the mazurka 
would never give way to “this lat- 
est nonsense.” 

When the teachers’ association 
met at his establishment in 1925 
he heard his colleagues denounce 
the Charleston, but saw them per- 
form it and himself gave a good 
interpretation of the short-lived 
collegiate.”

CITY SEAL NOT ON COURTHOUSE 
BECAUSE IT 1S FOR STATE USE 


Commission Decided to Leave Off 
Copy—May Place It on Library 
Later. 
A letter signed “City Inspector” 
in the People’s Column of Thurs- 
day‘s Post-Dispatch related that 
ther is no reproduction of the 
municipal seal on the $4,000,000 
Civil Courthouse now under con- 
struction. Inquiry by the Post-Dis- | 
patch disclosed that the Memorial 
Plaza Commission, consisting of 
architects and engineers, had 
planned at first to include the city’s 
seal in the ornamentation, but lat- 
er decided to omit it because this is 
not a building for municipal uses, 
although being erected with city 
bond funds, but rather is one to 
house State Courts.“ . 
Accordingly, the seal of the Cir- 
cuit Court of St. Louis, which is of 
a distinctive design, and the great 
seal of the great seal of the State 
of Missouri are being used for dec- 
orative purposes. Two likenesses of 
the court seal, in stone, are on en- 
tablatures over each of the two en- 
trances and the design is duplicat- 
ed in the cast iron spandrels over 
six of the 19 first-floor windows on 
the Chestnut and Market street 
sides. This seal shows the female 
figure of Justice, with scales, Over 
the remaining four of the first- 
floor windows is t he Missouri 
seal, with its two bears rampant. 
Doorknobs and other interior hard- 
ware will cary the court seal also. 
No copy of the United States 
seal appears on the courthouse. 
When the quarters of the St. Louis 
Law Library on the top floor are 
fitted out, the architects may find 
a place for the municipal seal 
there.

Early to- 
day these bodies were still hang- 
ing from trees on the outskirts of 
the city, for other Negroes feared 
to leave their barred homes. 

The lynching resulted from a 
fight between the two brothers, 
and Claude and.Cabby Byrnes, au- 
tomobile service station proprie- 
tors. Claude suffered a broken 
hip, his brother, Cabby, a. scalp 
wound from a pistol shot, and the 
Chief of Police, Walter Smith, was 
slightly hurt. The Negroes fied 
after the fight but were captured 
after one had been shot three times 
by officers. 

At dusk, groups of men gathered 
on downtown corners and when 
night came they formed a huge 
mob which moved on the jail.

WORK SAYS SMITH 
S STRONGEST MAN 
FOR DEMOCRATS 


G. O. P. Chairman, How- 
ever, Predicts Victory of 
Own Party—Interest in 
Dry Issue.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—"Gov. 
Smith is the strongest candidate 


the Democrats could nominate.” 

These are the words of the new 
Republican national chairman, Dr. 
Hubert Work, but they sum up the 
capital’s view of the Houston con- 
vention. 

Chief interest here centered on 
Gov. Smith’s reaffirmation of his 
stand that the dry laws should be 
changed. Senator Borah's eye in- 
stantly brightened with the pros- 
pect of forcing prohibition as the 
dominant issue. 

The Democratic platform was, 
for the most part, ignored on the 
theory that Smith himself ts the 
real platform. Senator Norris 
(Rep.) Nebraska, uttered the only 
extended comment. He complained 
of the silence on the water power 
trust and Muscle Shoals, and be- 
wailed the cost and mechanical 
difficulty of’ organizing a third 
party for 
people.” 

“Platform Remarkable. 

“The Democratic national plat- 
form,” said Norris, “is remarkable 
for what it avoids rather than for 
what it contains. Like the Re- 
publican, it is silent on the sin- 
ister and deceitful activities of the 
water power trust.” 

Norris concluded both parties 


were in the grip of a machine 


which can contribute to both 
sides, and while the sham battle 
is going on its leaders laughing in 
ghoulish glee can go fishing, well 
knowing that they win and the 
people lose, no matter which party 
is successful.” 

The McNary-Haugen followers 
professed to see no material dif- 
ference between the party planks 
on the farm relief issue. Norris 
called both “negative.” 

The regulars of both parties 
voiced the usual prophecies of vic- 
tory in November and extolled 
their respective tickets and plat- 
forms. It is notable, however, that 
the Republican leaders are not 
minimizing Smith's 


Dr. Work repeated his predic- 
tion of triumph, but he did so in 
no certain tones, and frankly en- 
visaged a “hard fight. But I 
don’t believe: any Democrat could 
win against our ticket,” he con- 
cluded. 

He reiterated the Republicans 
were going to keep their expenses 
under $3,000,000: that it was not 
going to be a “money campaign.“

All down the line, 
except among the mere dealers in 
stereotypes, Republican leaders see 
in Smith the most formidable pos- 
sible opponent. 

Herbert Hoover, the Republican 
presidential nominee, who must 
meet the challenge of Smith’s pop- 
ularity, had no comment to make 
about the enemy ticket or plat- 
form.

Writer Who Supplied Serv- 
ice to Small Papers Re- 
ceived $150 a Month, 
Says Former Director.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Fi- 
nancial] support given an editorial 
service by the Consumers Power 
Co. of Michigan to obtain favorable 
public utility comment in small 
newspapers and to aid the power 
companies’ fight against municipal- 
ly owned power plants was dis- 
closed yesterday in the Federal 
Trade Commission's public utility 
investigation. 

Alfred Fischer of New York, 
former director of the Michigan 
Committee on Public Utility Infor- 
mation, testified that the Con- 
sumers Power Co. paid $150 a 
month to Fred D. Keister of Ionia 
to enlist the support of his edi- 
torial service which goes to a 
large number of small Michigan 
newspapers. Keister had written 
editorials on subjects suggested by 
him, Fischer testified, adding that 
one subject was an attack on a 
resolution adopted by the Michigan 
State Grange favoring municipally 
owned utilities. 

Dissemination of public utility 
publicity through press associa- 
tions, newspapers and other pub- 
lications was testified to by Fisch- 


fer, who wrote in one letter intro- 


duced into the record that he did 


some “very interesting work with 


officers of the Michigan Press As- 
sociation,” to get wider circulation 
of his publiicty in 100 leading 
county weeklies. 

A letter from F. A. Newton of 
the Hodenpyl, Hardy Co., Inc., of 
Jackson, written Jan. 7, 1925, was 
introduced, in which it was stated 
that the only real outstanding mu- 
nicipally owned plants in Michi- 
gan were at Lansing and Holland. 
Newton wrote that the less said 
about the Holland plant the bet- 
ter, as it is a “successfully munici- 
pally owned plant and there is no 
use of denying the fact.” 

Relative to the Lansing plant. 
he said no information could be 
obtained about it, but he predicted 
it eventually would come to a bad 
end. He related how the extension 
of the Kalamazoo street lighting 
plant had been defeated by the 
public utilities, two to one, but said 
the fight probably would come up 
again for 12 or 15 years. The let- 
ter added that the smaller munici- 
pally owned plants were dropping 
by the wayside fast.

The Truth About Teeth 


VERY parent, every grandp:r- 
E ent, every nurse, every brother 

and every sister makes the balry 
“show his pretty teeth.” But how 
many parents know a baby’s tooth 
when they see one? How many 
know the names of the different 
kinds of teeth, the little fellows in 
front and the big ones in the back 
called the “molars?” How many 
know that all the permanent molara 
are not preceded by temporary 
teeth, but come directly into their 
hitherto unfilled places to stay? 

It is owing to the fact that so 
few fathers and mothers realize 
that the first permanent molars 
come quietly into line in about the 
fifth or sixth year of the child's 
life, that they neglect these impor- 
tant teeth, allow them to get dirty, 
diseased and taken out! Terrible 
things to do! 

Let us see about these perma- 
nent teeth that come in before the 
baby teeth are gone. There are 
four of these molars which come in 
at six years of age, and which 
should last a lifetime if they get 
a chance. They begin to form in 
the gums before birth and appear 
just behind the temporary molars. 
They are larger than the temporary 
molars and they replace no “first 
teeth.” They should be watched 
for and kept clean from the mo- 
ment they appear, 


They are particularly Hable to 
decay because they are far back in 
the mouth, and harder to keep 
clean. They, like the rest of the 
teeth, are not always fed properly. 
Teeth need minerals supplied to 
them in the diet, and unless the 
child is fed foods with enough ecal- 
cium and phosphorus in them, the 
teeth cannot be built firmly and 
of strong substance. Since the 
grinding surfaces have pits and 
grooves in them and ordinary 
cleaning is not always sufficient, 
coarse, hard, polishing foods shomd 
be given them to work upon. The 
exercise that coarse foods provide 
for the teeth and gums is good for 
them. 

The loss of any of the teeth 
must always bring some degree cf 
change, In the relationship of the 
other teeth, the first molars serve 
as guides for the position taken by 
all the teeth which come in after 
them—that is, the rest of the mo- 
lars and the permanent teeth 
which take the place of the baby 
set. They are therefore necessary 


for the normal formation of the 


completed jaw and the 
placement of the teeth. 

The loss of a first permanent 
molar means irregular placement 
and strain on some of the teeth, 
which may lead to early loss. The 
loss of the first molar allows the 


normal 


adjacent teeth to tip into the va- 


e 


cant space. This in turn allows the 
jaws to get too close together and 
consequentiy, all the other teeth 
have to readjust themselves and 
the natural relationships are dis- 
turbed. 

Teeth getting into the wrong po- 
sitions interfere with the jaw 
movements. Incorrect jaw action 
brings improper stress upon ‘the 
teeth and, together, these abnor- 
mal conditions produce, or tend to 
produce, injury to the tissues about 
the roots of the teeth. This injury 
makes a fertile place for the 
growth of germs which may form 
little pockets for pus along the 
roots, cause loosening of the teeth, 
bleeding gums or other conditions 
which may lead to pyorrhea. 

If the loss of the first molar oc- 
curs before the second molar makes 
its appearance, the condition is not 
quite so serious, as the second mo- 
lar may come into the place of the 
lost one. If it should be lost, how. 
ever, after the second one ig in, it 
may be necessary to put in an ar- 
tificial tooth to keep the normal 
relationship perfeet and keep the 
teeth in position, 

The importance of the first per- 
manent molar to the health and 
the usefulness of the mastjeating 
machine cannot be over empha- 
sized.
